Whereas, in view of the visit of the VVIP to Goa 
which is scheduled on 11-12-2022, various security 
arrangements are being undertaken. 


And whereas, as a measure to beef-up security 
there shall be restriction on the aerial photography 
or videography in any form such as by use of drone 
cameras, flying balloons, etc. Hence, there is 
sufficient ground for proceeding under section 144 
of the Criminal Procedure Code, 1973, to prevent 
aerial photography or videography in any form such 
as by use of drone cameras, flying balloons, etc. 


Now, therefore, I, Mamu Hage, IAS, District 
Magistrate, North Goa District, Panaji-Goa in 
exercise of the powers vested in me under section 
144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, do 
hereby prohibit aerial photography in any form such 
as by use of drone cameras, flying balloons or by 
any other aviated devices in North Goa District on 
11-12-2022 on account of the visit of the VVIP to 
Goa. 


Provided that the above order shall not apply to: 


1. Police Personnel and other Government 
officials/agencies if using the drone purely in 


connection with their official duties, subject to 
the following conditions: 


a) That the Police Personnel and other Government 
officials shall be in their service uniform, if any 
and shall carry their identity cards and 
authorization cards authorizing them to use the 
drone in connection with their official duties, 
issued by the Competent Authority. 


b) That the exemption is applicable in relation to 
the above said personnel only when they are 
on official duty. 


In view of the emergent nature of the order, it is 
being issued ex-parte and is addressed to the public 
in general. Any breach of this order would invite 
action under section 188 of the Indian Penal Code.

Executive Engineer, W.D. XXV (Roads), PW.D. Fatorda-Margao shall take necessary steps for installation 
of signboards at the above locations along with installation of cautionary signboards i.e. road markings 
of thermoplastic luminous paint/strips, median markings for better visibility, guidance of motorists and 
embedded cat-eyes as per IRC specifications laid down by the Ministry of Road Transport & Highway & 
as published in the Official Gazette Series I No. 15 dated 15th July, 2005, by the Government of Goa.

The Persons/Attendant engaged/authorised in collecting parking fees shall be compulsorily wearing 
proper Uniform prescribed by the Curchorem-Cacora Municipal Council and display proper Photo ID Cards 
with unique numbers issued by Curchorem-Cacora Municipal Council which shall be displayed on the 
person. The said person/attendant shall also carry a certified copy of rate chart notified by this authority 
for showing to the citizens as and when demanded. 


The parking slip/receipt issued to the motorists shall bear the letter head of Curchorem-Cacora Municipal 
Council & the contact number of the Chief Officer of Curchorem-Cacora Municipal Council to ensure that 
grievance if any is expressed to the Chief Officer. Also complaints, if any, shall be redressed by the Chief 
Officer. 


It shall be ensured that no vehicle will be allowed to be parked at the corners or close to an 
intersection which will block the vision of the motorists. 


Double Parking, Parking on Footpaths, Parking on Zebra Crossing, Parking at the entrance of any 
residential Building having parking facilities shall not be allowed. 


In case of any eventuality or any event or a public function to be held/organizes in the close vicinity, 
Traffic Police will have the right to evacuate the Parking lots. 


The Parking lots allotted to Persons with Disability must be maintained by the Curchorem-Cacora 
Municipal Council/Parking Contractor and shall be of use to the Persons with Disability only. 


Authorised Persons collecting the Parking Fees should compulsorily be able to communicate fluently 
in the local language. 


The parking should not cause any obstruction to normal flow of vehicular and also pedestrian. 


All the persons appointed for collecting the fees shall compulsorily undergo prior verification of 
character and antecedents from Police. 


Parking fees once charged shall be considered valid for any other parking location within the Curchorem- 
-Cacora Municipal Council jurisdiction for that time slot for the said vehicle. 


All Government Vehicles & Ambulance shall be exempted from paying Parking Fees. 


Any breach of conditions may invite withdrawal of this Notification. 
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Action taken report including photographs of 
the work executed must be submitted to this office 
within 30 days. 


Non compliance of order shall attract penal 
provisions under section 188 of I.PC., 1860.
